“UNDER OLD RULES 


State Committee Refuses 
to Have Oath, Pledge or 
Promise Printed on Pri- 
mary Ballot. 


STATE CONVENTION 

IN MACON SEPTEMBER 26 
Herbert Clay and B. L. 
Smith Engage in Lively 
Scrap Over Qualifications 
for Voters. 


Macon, Ga., May 3.—(Special.)—The 
gtate democratic executive committee, 
in session here today, called a primary 
for the nomination of democratic can- 
didates for governor and other state 
officers to be held on Tuesday, Sep- 
tember 12; a state convention to be 
held in Macon on Tuesday, September 
26; and, after a spirited contest which 
lasted some two hours, refused to have 
oath, pledge or promise inted on the 
primary ballot. 

The rules laid down for the govern- 
ment of the primary of 1914 were 
adopted practically as they stood with 
the formal changes necessary to bring 
them up to date, and with the minor 


exception that the time for the filing 


of contests was extended to five days 
instead of one. 

The feature of the meeting was the 
contest between Herbert Clay, of Ma- 
rietta, and his friends on the one- 
hand, and B. L. Smith, of Fannin, and 
his friends on the _ other, 
qualifications for voters. This produced 
quite a scrap and enlivened the meet- 
ing no little. 

Old Rules Adopted. 

Mr. Clay’s opponents first wanted 
an oath printed on the ballot. Next 
they sought to have the voting quali- 
fications printed on the ballot. They 
were defeated in both of these moves, 
after which Mr. Smith offered a reso- 
lution to permit counties with repybli- 

organizations to prescribe addi- 
tional qualifications se aa te shut out 
whether 


national or st heumalitice. This, too, 
was voted down, & the old rules 
were adopted. 

‘The discussion became quite heated 
at times @s Mr. Clay thought Chairman 
Reagan was ruling unjustly against 
him. Nevertheless, he had the commit- 
tee with him, some thirty-five members 
voting each time to prevent any change 
inthe old rules. 

The name of Tom Watson was in- 
jected into the discussion about quali- 
fications, and it was generally known 
there were those who desired to make 
the rules more strict on his account. 

- The committee accepted the view, 
however, that to prescribe more rigid 
qualifications would probably have the 
effect of bringing into the primary 
more of what they denominated “bush- 
whackers” than they would Keep out. 

Just as there was no change made 
in the qualifications for voters, or the 
voting plan, so the committee refused 
to abolish the cvunty unit rule, and 
it will stand just as it did in the pri- 
mary of 1914. 

State Committee Meets. * 

The state executive committee met 
at 9:30 o'clock in the city council cham- 
ber, and following the roll call, which 
showed a quorum present, John MT. 
West, of McDuffie, offered a resolution 
stating it to be the segse of the com- 
mittee that only white democrats be 
permitted to participate in the state 
primary, and that all who take part 
shall pl@dge themselves to support the 
nominees. Mr. West said there was 
no sense or reason in the party having 
two fights every year, one inside the 
party and the other in the regular 
election. He insisted that the commit- 
tee put an end to the bolting of the 
primary. 

J. B. Jackson, of JoneS, offered as a 
substitute a resolution instructing the 
committee on rules to adopt the same 
rules as governed the primary of 1914. 
The rules of 1914 as to the qualifica- 
tions of voters were read. 

N. J. Norman, of Liberty, opposed the 
Jackson resolution because he said it 
had been proven impossible in his coun-

STATE CONVENTION 
OLIDLY INDORSES 
PRESIDENT WILSON 


Neyle Colquitt Is Elected 
Delegate From Chatham 
County Over W. W. Gor- 
don, Jr., After Heated 
Struggte. 


8 DELEGATES NAMED 
FROM STATE-AT-LARGE 


Delegates Are Instructed 
to Vote First, Last and All 
the Time for Renomination 
of Wilson. ~ 


Macon, Ga., May 3.—(Special.)—The 
state democratic convention here today 
named eight delegates from the state- 
at-large and four from each congres- 
sional district, a total of 56 instead of 
the usual 28. but each with half a vote. 

The convention gave the strongest 
possible indorsement to  Presiden# 
Woodrow Wilson. Every mention of 
his name brought forth long and ring- 
ing applause, and he was referred to on 
the floor as the greatest president 
since George Washington. 

The proceedings of the convention 
were enlivened by a contest from Sa- 
vannah over the position of delegate- 
at-large. The fight was between the 
two Savannah political factions, one 
side putting forward Neyle Colquitt and 
the other W. W. Gordon, Jr. The fight 
was waged fiercely, leading at times 
to pandemonium on the convention 
floor. 

The problem was finally settled by 
choosing seven of the delegates-at- 
large by acclamation and calling the 
roll of counties on the Savannah con- 
test. 

Neyle Colquitt Chosen, 

As a result of the roll call Neyle Col- 
quitt was overwhelmingly chosen dele- 
gate-at-large. 

The report of the platform commit- 
tee, published elsewhere, gives most 
emphatic indorsement to the adminis- 


in j tration of President Wiltson. 


The delegates from Georgia to the 
St. Louis convention were instructed to 
vote first, last and all the time for 
Wilson as the party nominee. 

When the convention was called to 
order at 12 o’clock noon by Chairman 
E. J. Reagan, of the state executive 
committee, Joseph E. Pottle, of Mil- 
ledgeville, was chosen temporary 
chairman. After a ringing democratic 
speech he organized the convention. 

Massengale Named Secretary. 

St. Elmo Massengale, who has ren- 
dered splendid service as secretary, of 
the state committee, was chosen per- 
manent secretary of the convention, 
and D. F. McClatchey, of Atlanta, and 
L. W. Reeves, of Cartersville, were 
named assistant secretaries. 

John W. Bennett, of Waycross, was 
unanimously elected permanent chair- 
man, and made a strong and timely 
party speech. 

At each mention of the name of Presi- 
dent Wilson both by Chairman Pottle 
and Chairman Bennett, there was tre- 
mendous applause, indicating beyond 
question the solid attitude of the con- 
vention. Chairman Bennett also paid a 
splendid tribute to Hon. W. J. Harris, 
Georgia’s well-known member of the 
federal trade commission. He spoke of 
Mr. Harris’ ability and spiendid service 
to his own state as well as to the coun- 
try, and the suggestion provoked ap- 
plause from the convention second only 
to that given the name of the president 
himself. 

The convention unanimously adopted 
the motion of Albert Howell, of At- 
lanta, that a double’ delegation be 
chosen to St. Louis, without alternates, 
or, in other words, eight at large in- 
stead of four, and four instead of two 
from each congressional district. Mr. 
Howell, in his speech, referred to 
Woodrow Wilson as the “greatest 
president since George Washington.” 

The convention then proceeded to 
the election of delegates to the na- 
tional democratic national convention 
at St. Louis. After the fight over the

eight quart bottles. A negro by 
the name of Will Lindsay, of 173% 
Peters street, was arrested on the 
charge of: suspicion.

“Jedge, all I’ve got to say is to ask 
you to show me mercy,” was the re- 
sponse of Mose Fielder, a negro, who 
Pleaded guilty yesterday to heving a 
great deal more intoxicating liquor .n 
his possession than {is permissible under 
section 1489; when Recorder Johnson 
asked him if he had anything to say 
in his own behalf before’ sentence 
should be pronounced. 

“lll be just as merciful as I can, 
Mose,’”’. acquiesced the court, “by sen- 
tencing you to pay a fine of 3200 and 
serve thirty days in the stockade, :nd 
fixing your bond for appearance before 
the state court at $600.” 

Detectives testified that Fielder nad 
fortified against the state’s going dry 
by stocking up with two barrels and 
sixteen cases of whisky, whicn they 
found hidden in his cellar and else- 
where about his premises, and Mose 
admitted it. 

He will be tried under the  sta‘e 
charge of having more than two quarts 
of liquor in his possession. 

A. W. Cristapolis and A. Walker, each 
arrested on whisky charges, were in 
court, but not ready for trial, and tFeir 
cases were continued, Cristapolis’ to 
3:30 this afternoon and Walker’s to 
3:30 mext Wednesday afternoon. 

Walker is a negro drayman, arrested 
last Saturday because he had a dray 
load of case liquor which he had got 
from an express office to deliver for 
John Carr, Wiley Thrasher ani John 
Mann. He will be tried for an alleged 
violation of the old prohibition law. He 
pleads that he did not know he was vio- 
lating the law, as he was not sup- 
posed to know the nature of the freight 
he was delivering. 

Thrasher was in court with him, and 
he, too, was put on the defensive by 
Recorder Johnson f6r having such a 
quantity—five cases—consigned to him. 
He said it was all a mistake, but he 
will have to satisfy the court to thet 
effect next Wednesday, and at that 
time, too, the court ordered Carr and 
Mann to be brought in to explain thoir 
interest in the goods. It is by the 
testimony of Trasher, Carr and Mann, 
too, that Walker hopes to clear him-

FEDERAL PROBE FACED 
BY CHIEF OF L. &N. 


Milton Smith to Be Quized 
About Political Activities 
of the System. 


Washington, May 3.—Milton Smith, 
president of the Louisville and Nash- 
ville railroad, will take the witness 
stand here tomorrow for a two or three- 
day examination in the investigation 
which the interstate commerce com- 
mission is conducting, by direction of 
the senate, into the affairs of the 
Louisville and Nashville with regard 
to the. issuance of free passes, cam- 
paign contributions and other financial] 
activities. 

Mr. Smith’s examination will be sup- 
plemental to testimony already taken 
at Nashville. He will be asked if the 
railroad issued free transportation 
worth approximately $264,000 to officials 
in Tennessee, Kentucky and Alabama 
in 1913; how much free transportation 
was issued in 1914 and 1915 and why; 
what campaign contributions the road 
made in these years, and to whom 
and what connection, if any, his road 
had with the affairs of the Tennessee 
Midland railroad, 

The commission’s counsel] also ex- 
pects to ask President Smith whether 
the Louisville and Nashville has ex- 
pended 250,000 ‘on labor organiza- 
tions; whether such’ expenditures, if 
any, have been charged to operating 
expenses and how much, if anything, 
the road has spent in financing organi- 
zations of farmers. Another question 
which counsel expects to ask Mr. Smith 


(is whether these organizations of farm- 


ers were recipients of railroad money 
spent to create and increase sentiment 
favorable to the railroad. 

The commission is especially desirous 
of learning how much money the road 
has spent in political campaign con- 
tributions, if any, and to whom this 
money went. Upon Mr. Smith’s atti- 
tude with respect to this line of ques- 
tioning may depend the immediate 
course of the investigation. Two other 
witnesses have declined to testify as 
to this. Should Mr. Smith follow their 
lead, it was authoritatively said to- 
day, the commission will appeal to the 
courts ‘to compel him to testify. The 
commission is already drafting such 
an appeal to the courts in the case of 
the two men who have already refused 
to testify.

SLOW WITHDRAWAL 
UF U. 5. SOLDIERS 
PROM MEXIG SOIL 


As Carranza Forces Show 
Ability to Handle the Ban- 
dits, American Troops Will 
Retire to the Northward. 


OBREGON IS PLEDGED 
TO CHASE VILLA BANDS 


And to Co-operate With 
Americans—Retirement of 
Americans Depends on the 
Effective Co-operation of 
the Carranza Forces. 


El Paso, Texas, May 3.—General Al- 
varo Obregon, Mexican minister of 
war, tonight issued a statement to the 
Associated Press, in which he said: 

“As the result of the conference yes- 
terday with General Scott the atmos- 
phere seems now completely cleared 
up. There is a much better feeling 
between Americans and Mexicans and 
all tension seems vanished. 

“An agreement has not been reached, 
but everything is progressing favor- 
ably and I have the highest hopes 
that matters will reach a successful 
culminasion.” 


El Paso, Texas, May 3.—Mexican mil- 
itary men believe that the withdrawal 
of American troops from Mexico will 
take place in about two,months, it was 
learned here tonight. American offi- 
cers will not discuss the subject. 

The Mexicans say that in view of 
the dispositions to be made by Gen- 
eral Obregon in co-operation with 
American forces, according to the ten- 
tative agreement made ‘with General 
Scott, the hunting down of the ban- 
dit groups in Chihuahua and Durango 
can scarcely take more than that pe- 
riod of time. 

On assurances from General  Car- 
ranza that the bandits are dispersed, 
the northward movement of American 
troops will attain full speed and it

crosses the border. 

In the meantime, it was pointed out, 
there will ‘be constant movements 
northward of American detachments, 
so that when the final order for with- 
drawal comes there will be only a 
part of the present expeditionary force 
on Mexican soil. 

Answers to long dispatches sent to 
Washington today by General Scott 
and to Queretaro by General Obregon 


‘were not expected here before tomor- 


row. If the terms agreed upon by 
Generals Scott and Obregon are ap- 
proved, the negotiations practically 
will be concluded. 

Co-operative Campaign. 

It is probable that no American troop 
movements will be begun until the 
formal signing of an agreement by the 
two governments.” 

After that, however, the Mexican and 
American troops are expected to be- 
gin a co-operative campaign that will 
effectively stamp out the bandit groups. 

It is understood here that the first 
step will ibe a gradual retirement 
northward of the American forces, 
while the Carranza troops plunge into 
the campaign against the Villa hban- 
dits. 

Columns now in the neighborhood 
of San Antonio will fall back first 
to Guerrero and later to Namiquipa. 
From that point regiments will be 
gradually detached and transferred to 
Colonia Dublan until finally the whole 
ferce occupies a restricted zone along 
the border. 

It is regarded as probable that a 
certain pércentage of the troops will 
recross the ‘border some time before 
the word comes that the Carranza gov- 
ernment has accomplished its mission. 

While the Carranza forces are sweep- 
ing through southern Chihuahua and 
Durango the Americans will be look- 
ing after stray groups operating to 
the north. 

Obregon Is Pledged. 

It is understood that General Obregon 
is pledged to throw every available 
man of his military strength into the 
hunt for the various marauding bands. 
It is believed that almost all the 25,- 
000 men suggested by General Car- 
ranza as a Mexican border patrol will 
be utilized. 

The American force will block ef- 
fectually any flight northward of the 
bandits. 

The railways will not be utilized for 
the American withdrawal because the 
marching distances will be short. There 
will be no need of the railways for the 
shipment of supplies because of the 
shortening of the line of communica- 
tions and right to use them is under- 
stood to have been relinquished. 

Every effort will be made to avoid 
conflicts bett*en the natives and the 
American troops. The latter are to 
keep out of all towns and villages and 
to make every effort to avoid contact 
with Mexicans. 

The retirement of the Americans will 
be dignified and contingent upon the 
effective co-operation of the Mexi- 
cans. 

Following his conference and last 
night with General Obregon, General 
Scott snatched a few hours sleep to- 
day and then started work on a re- 
port to Secretary of War Baker which 
was not dispatched until late. today. 
It was thought probable that the re-

Leaders of Dublin Revolt.

SIR ROGER CASEMENT 
WILL SOON BE TRIED 


John Redmond Deplores 
Rebellion, But Asks Leni- 
ency for the Great Mass 
of Those Involved—Birrell 
Quits Irish Post. 


London, May 3.—The announcement 
in the house of commons today by the 
prime minister that the leaders in Ire- 
land had been’ court-martialed and 
summarily executed has created a pro- 
found feeling in England, although 
this action by the government was ex- 
pected. 

Premier Asquith at the same time 
announced that Sir Roger Casement, 
who was one of the prime movers in 
the uprising and who is now a pris- 
oner in the tower of London, would be 
tried with the utmost expedition. 

Irishman Cried “Huns.” 

Laurence Ginnell, member for the 
north division of Westmeath, who is 
classed as a nationalist, but follows 
the leadership of no party, greeted the 
announcement of the premier that 
some of the leaders of the Irish rebel- 
lion had been shot with the cry of 
“Huns.” For some minutes he pre- 
vented Mr. Birrell from making a per- 
sonal statement and gave notice that 
he would move a resolution calling at- 
tention to the shooting of “innocent 
men by this Hunnish government.” 

August Birrell made a brief state- 
ment and admitted his error as chief 
secretary for Ireland in under-esti- 
mating the Sinn Fein movement, 
adding that when he was informed 
that the insurrection had been put 

n he tendered his resignation to 
the prime minister and that it had 
been accepted. 

No Irish Rebellion. 

Mr. Birrell said that when he viewed 
the smoking ruins of Dublin and the 
ruins of his own ambitions, ¢here was 
one sad hope in his heart, that this 
was no Irish rebellion and that new 
bonds of union might be forged. He 
hoped that some measure of good 
might come out of this great evil. 

John Redmond, leader of the Irish 
parliamentary party, begged the gov- 
ernment to be lenient with the great 
mass of those involved in the revolt 
and said he was partly to blame for 
Mr. Birrell’s earlier complacency re- 
specting conditions in Ireland, as he 
had concurred in the secretary's views 
that the danger of an outbreak was 
not a real one. 

Mr. Redmond said that the whole 
business in Ireland had been to him a 
misery and a_ heart-break. He paid 
warm tribute to Mr. Birrell. He felt 
that he himself had incurred some of 
the blame which Mr. Birrell had laid 
at his own door. 

The nationalist leader concurred in 
the view that the danger of an out- 
break was not a real one. 

The Men Shot. 

The four men shot this morning 
were signatories to the republican 
proclamation of Ireland. 

Patrick H. Pearse, the “provisional 
president of Ireland,” was among those 
shot. 

Another of the rebels found guilty 
and shot was James Con- 
nolly, who was. styled “commandant 
general of the Irish republican party.” 

Of the other signatories of the re- 
publican proclamation found guilty 
and shot were Thomas J. Clark and 
Thomas MacDonagh. 

Three other signers of the proclama- 
tion were sentenced to three years’ im- 
prisonment. 


A London dispatch on April 30 gave 
the text of the proclamation issued by 
the insurgents at Dublin at the out- 
break of the revolt with the signa- 
tures of Thomas J. Clark, S. Mac Diar- 
mad, Thomas MacDonagh, P. H. Pearse, 
BE. Ceannt, James Connolly and Jo- 
seph Plunkett. 


Sketches of Those Executed. 

Patrick H. ‘Pearse was about 33 or 34 
years old, and was known in Ireland as 
an authority on Gaelic literature. He 
Started in life as a barrister, but de- 
voted most of his time to literary and 
educational pursuits. For some time he 
was editor of The Gaelic Journal in Dub- 
lin, and later founded St. Edna’s school, 
which he conducted up to the time of 
the Sinn Fein rebellion. 

‘Pearse had many friends in the United 
States. He lectured in this country on 
Irish ideals and Gaelic literature, the 
proceeds of his lectures going to the 
support of his school. 

The head of the Sinn Fein rebellion 
was the son of an Englishman, but was 
himself born and educated in Dublin. 
He was unmarried. 

James Connolly lived for several 
years in New York, where he was active 
as a socialist and labor agitator. He 
returned to Ireland about five years 
ago to aid in organizing the Irish 
labor party. Connolly was about 50 
years old. He was the author of a book 
entitled “Labor in Irish History,” pub- 
lished in Dublin, and was editor of a 
labor paper in that city called The 
Irish Worker. He was the father of 
eight children, all of whom survive him, 
as well as his wife. 

Thomas (MacDonough was a close as- 
sociate of Pearse’s and a highly edu-

RAIDING ZEPPELIN 
MEETS DISASTER 


The L-20 Completely De- 
stroyed on Coast of Nor- 
way—Nine Persons Killed 
and 27 Injured by Raid on 
England. 


London, May 3.—The Zeppelin L-20 
has been driven ashore and completely 
destroyed on the western side of Hafso 
Firth, Norway, according to advices 
from Stavanger. Some of the crew 
were rescued. 

The Zeppelin L-20 passed north of 
Sandnaes about 10 o’clock, in the morn- 
ing, says a Réuter dispatch from Sta- 
vanger. She was flying at a low alti- 
tude and was in a damaged condition. 
Five or six men were seen to jump 
from the airship. Boats put out to 
their assistance and the commander and 
one seaman were rescued and taken to 
a hospital. 

The Zeppelin was then driven over 
the hilltops and against a hillside. Its 
after-body broke in two and part of 
it fell to the ground. Some of the crew 
jumped or were hurled out. , 

The Zeppelin then rose a little and! 
was driven westward, but the bag of! 
the dirigible collapsed in the center and 
the airship descended rapidly. A tor- 
pedo boat, which had been following 
along the coast, went ‘to its assistance 
and rescued three men still in the cab- 
in. A fourth man had jumped out short- 
ly before. 

Of the rescued men three officers and 
two non-commissioned officers ~were 
brought ashore; the whereabouts of the 
rest of the crew is not Known. 

The Zeppelin was completely de- 
stroyed and driven ashore on the west- 
ern side of the Firth, near its outlet to 
the sea. 


9 PERSONS KIELED 


AND 27 INJURED 
BY ZEPPELIN RAID 


London, May 3.—The Zeppelin air 
raid on the northeast coast of England 
and southeast coast of Scotland last 
night resulted in thirty-six casualties. 
This announcement was made officially 
today. One hundred bombs were 


dropped. 

The text of the statement reads: 

“Phe Zeppelin raid last night cov- 
ered a considerable extent of the east- 
ern coast. At least five or six airships 
actually crossed the shore. | 

“Reports from _ reliable observers } 
made at various times during the night, 
at many points, some as far dfstant! 
as Rattray Head, Scotland, down to the} 
north coast of Norfolk, would point 
to the possibility of a greater number’ 
of airships having been employed off | 
her coasts. The enemy, however, made |! 
only two attempts to penetrate inland. 

“About one hundred bombs were 
dropped, scattered over many locali- 
ties. The exact number is difficult 
to give, since a great number fell in 
uninhabited areas and some into the 
sea.

Germany’s Delay About

GERMAN REPLY FINISHED; 
IT MAY BE HANDED TODAY 
TO AMBASSADOR GERARD 


According to Berlin, the 
Attitude of Germany Will 
Be Stated So No Room 
Will Be Left for Doubt. 
It Is Asserted That the 
Note Will Put Up to Pres- 
ident Wilson Whether or 
Not There Is to Be a 
Breach of Diplomatic Re- 
lations. 


Washington, May 3.—President Wil- 
son, Secretary Lansing and Colonel E. 
M. House held a long conference a 
the white house tonight and it is un- 
derstood the submarine situation was 
discussed Secretary Lansing said 
later that he had received absolutely 
no word from Berlin regarding the 
character of the German note, which 
press dispatches said probably will be 
handed to Ambassador Gerard tomor- 
row. 

The president and his advisers are 
keeping their minds epen while they 
wait for the German reply. The long 
delay evidently has Created a bad im- 
pression, however, and it was authori- 
tatively stated today that the issue 
would have to be cleared up this week 
if diplomasic relations with Germany 
were to continue. 

Germany Must Stop at Once. 

The president is known to be unal- 
terably determined to adhere strictly 
to the position assumed by the United 
States in ws demand that Germany 
immediately declare and effect an 
abandonment of its present methods 
of submarine warfare. 

No proposal of any kind will be ac- 
by the American government, 
it is said, unless it includes a declara- 
tion of intention to stop sinking peace- 
ful ships at once. In this connection 
press dispatches to the effect that new 
orders to submarine commanders 
would be told of in the German note 
were read with interest by officials, 
but comment wags withheld. 

Colonel House, who discussed the 
submarine issue with German offi- 
cials while abroad for the president 
several months ago, arrived here this 
morning. His coming to Washington 
was considered significant because he 
has taken an active part in the Ger- 
man negotiations to date.

The Savannah dispute was the only 
incident that interrupted the harmony 
of the convention. The delegation 
from Chatham county to the conven- 
them, had indorsed Neyle Colquitt, but 
several members of the other political 
faction led by Edward A. Cohen, urged 
the name of . W. Gordon, Jr. Charges 
were flung back and forth, relating 
more or less to thé interesting political 
situation in Savannah, and for half an 
hour or more there was much tumult 
and confusion, until it was decided to 
call the roll of counties. About mid- 
way the roll call when it was apparent 
that Colquitt was getting by far the 
larger vote, the friends of Gordon de- 
cided to withdraw his namé and the 
eight were concluded as stated. 

Friends of H. H. Dean, of Gaines- 
ville, were planning to run him as one 
of the eight delegates from the state- 
at-large.

$85,000 Worth of Stone Moun- 
tain Rock Will Be Used for 
Marine Barracks. 


Washington, May 3.—Thanks largely 
to the efforts of Congressman William 
Schley Howard, the navy ‘department 
this morning awarded to the Stone 
Mountain Granite company a contract 
for $85,000 worth of granite to be used 
in the construction of the marine bar- 
racks at Norfolk, Va. 

The Atlanta congressman was forced 
to overcome a prejudice and disprove 
unfair. reports concérning the Stone 
Mountain product. The engineer in 
charge of the construction at Norfoik 


Was opposed to the use of the Stone 
Mountain granite because he contended 
it contained too much mica and was an 
inferior product. Mr. Howard disproved 
this to the navy department,.as he did 
recently to the District of Columbia 
commissioners, and the engineer's re- 
port was reversed. 

Mr. Howard showed by bureau stand- 
ard tests that the Georgia graniteSs far 
superior to the competing stone, arfd as 
a matter of fact, that mica is more 
evenly distributed and the granite much 
stronger in resisting power. 

With the reversal of the.engineer the 
contract -was awarded to the Stone 
Mountain company, as it had submitted 
the lowest bid. 


JOHN HARDISON DIES 
AT HOME IN LAKEVIEW

I beg your further indulgence for 
a short disbussion of our internal af- 
fairs. Georgia, the Empire State of 
the. South, does not at this time enjoy 
& very enviable reputation, and we, 
as patriotic Georgians, who love our 
stace and her tradition; must confess 
that there are some just causes of com- 
Plaint. Her acnievements have been 
great; her resources are great; her 
people are of a very high type; the rec- 
ord of her citizens in all miaterial’ things 
has been such that she justly merits 
the hee of ‘the Hmpire State of the 
South@ Yet, my fellow citizens,’ tf-sta- 
tistics are true, during the year 1915 
we had twice as ‘many lynchings as 
any other state in the union, and we 
already have more ‘than a dozen to our 
credit during the first four months of 
1916. Lynching is':a form of law vio- 
lation that cannot’ be justified in any 
case. lt is a violation of law that 
breeds contempt for the law, and no 
Sane person can participate in such a 
crime who has any respect for the 
law. Ik is a direct attack on organ- 
ized government and leads to anarchy 
in any community. . Much has been said 
and much written‘on this subject re- 
cently. Some, distinguished gentlemen 
have said that the trial judges are to 
blame for these conditions in Georgia; 
others have said ‘that the chief execu- 
tives of the state are to blame; still 
others have said the people must have 
It is 
difficult to locate the real cause for 
these conditions, but in my opinion we 
need a general revision of our criminal 
procedure. My experience for twelve 
years as a prosecuting attorney leads 
me to believe that the legislature of 
Georgia could not. render the people 
of this state greater service than to 
devote peaeeny an entire session to a 
general revision of. the criminal pro- 
cedure of the’ state.

Macon, Ga., May 3.—(Special.)—The 
rules adopted for the government of the 
1916 state primary, and which are the 
same as those for 1914, are as follows" 

Section 1. That a democratic primary 
election be held on Tuesday, September 


12, 1916, in each of the counties of this 
state for the selection of candidates o* 
the democratic party for the fellowing 
offices, to wit: 

Governor. 

Attorney general. 

Secretary of state. 

Comptroller general. 

Treasurer. 

ommigsioner of agriculture. | 

State superintendent of education. 

Commissioner of commeree, and labor. 

Commissioner of pensions. 
| Railroad commissioner for the term 
beginning December 1, 1916, to succeed 
Hon. Charles Murphy Candler. 

Railroad commission for the term 
ending December 1, 1916, to succeed the 
.Hon. James EB. Perry. 
| Prison commissioner for the term be- 
Granting in October, 1917, to succeed the 
‘Hon. R. E. Davison. 

Supreme count justices and judges of 
the state court of appeals 
| Representatives in the congress of 
‘the United States fro: the various 
‘congressional districts of this. state. 

Judges of the superior courts and 
solicitors general required by law to 
be elected in the general election of 
this year. 

State senators from the various sen- 
atorial districts. 

Representatives in the general as-| 
sembly from the various counties, and 
candidates for such other offices to 
be filled in general elections of this 
year who properly should be selected 
in the state-wide primary, and the 
chairman of this committee is directed 
to include such offices as may be omit- 
ted, or which, owing to later develop- 
ments, should be included. 

he primary election shall be con- 
ducted in accordance with the laws of 
this state and the customs of the party 
insofar as those customs do not con- 
flict with existing laws. All white elec- 
tors who are democrats and qualified 
to vote in general elections, who in 
good faith:«will pledge themselves to 
support the democratic candidates for 
all offices to be voted on this year are 
hereby declared qualified to vote in 
said primary, and the act of voting in 
said primary should constitute the 
aforesaid pledge. 

It shall be the duty of the demo- 
cratic executive committee of the sev- 
eral counties, and éspecially the chair- 
men thereof, to select and properly ad- 
vertise place or places of voting in 
each election precinct of each county, 
respectively: to select capable mana- 
gers for conducting said elections; to 
furnish said managers a list of all reg- 
istered and qualified white voters in 
the respective districts of such mana- 
gers; to see to printing and proper dis- 
tribution of all necessary blanks and 
tickets and to make all other necessary 
arrangements for holding such primary 
election in their respective counties. In 
selecting managers they shall, so far 
as practical, give recognition to all can- 
djdates. 

4. The chairman of this committee 
shall prepare an official ballot contain- 
ing the names of all qualified candi- 
dates for nomination to the various of- 
fices filled by state-wide vote and for- 
ward the same to the chairman of each 
county committee at least ten days 
before the date of said primary, and 
such chairmen of each county commit- 
tee shall follow the form ‘of said offi- 
cial ballot in having ballots for his 
county printed, taking pains to see that 
the names of all legally qualified can- 
didates for nominations of offices to be 
voted on in said county at said primary 
election are printed thereon.

of any case where a person is indicted 
for that form of murder known as 
lynching, to remave the case to some 
distant county for trial, far removed 
from local sentiment and local in- 
fluences, and, in my opinion, it will 
have a great tendency to deter those 
who desire. to engage in that form of 
law violation. 

“Give your chief executive the right 
to remove from office any sheriff that

will have the manhood and moral cour- 
age to use all the power given them by 
the legislature. I believe if any one of 
those who ask your support as chief 
executive of this state should come out 
in a strong statement that he would 
use all the power at his command to 
suppress crime of every Kind that a 
large majority of the people of this 
state would rally go his support.

circuits each candidate in said primary 
shall be required to designate the place 
sought naming the incumbent, and it 
shall so appear on the ballot. 

8. Inso faras the primary relates to 
the nomination of candidates for con- 
gress from the various congressional 
districts, such candidates shall be voted 
for only in the counties comprisin 
their respective districts; and it shal 
be left to the democratic executive com- 
mittee of each district to determine 


‘whether the county unit or popular vote 


plan shall prevail; and the democratic 
executives of each senatorial district 
shall likewise determine as to which 
plan shall prevail in choosing nomi- 
nees for the state senate. 

9. Each county democratic executive 
committee shall select from among the 
friends and supporters of the success- 
ful candidate for governor in each 
county delegates to the state conven- 
tion in the ratio of two for each of 
said county’s representatives in the gen- 
eral assembly, with alternates, and said 
delegatesshall be instructed to cast the 
vote of such county for the successful 
candidate for governor, statehouse of- 
ficers, including justices of the supreme 
court and court of appeals judges, etc. 
It shall be the duty of each county 
chairman in advance of the convention, 
to furnish the secretary of this com- 
mittee with the names of the delegates 
and the aiternates appointed; and it 
shall be the duty of such chairman to 
provide such delegates and alternates 
with written credentials; provided no 
county shail be entitled to more dele- 
gates than votes to which it is entitled 
in-the convention, with like number of 
alternates. 

10. The purpose of the primary elec- 
tion being to determine the will of the 
members of the i in the various 
counties as to candidates and party pol- 
icies that will, so nearly as it is as- 
certained, shall be confirmed and ad- 
hered to. 

The unit rule shall prevail inviolably 
in making nominations for all offices 
filled by state-wide vote. 

Those entitled to receive a majority 
of unit votes for the nomination sought 
shall be declared the nominees of the 
democratic party for the offices in qués- 
tion; and.in the absence of delegates 
in each case the unit votes of all the 
counties carried by each candidate shall 
be counted for such candidate. 

If any two persons receive, or are 
entitled to receive, the same number of 
unit votes for any nomination, the one 
who recéived the largwest number of 
popular votes in the primary shall be 
declared the nominee. 

11. Fach candidate for governor is 
hereby assessed the sum of $250, and 
each candidate for statehouse office, 
including supreme court justices and 
appellate court judges, ig hereby assess- 
ed the sum of $100, wlfich shall cover 
all assessments against said candidate 
in said primary election, and no other 
assessments by this or any other com- 
mittee. shall be levied or collected from 
them. The payment of the above as- 
sessment shall be made to the secretary 
of this committee on or before noon 
on the — day of —— month, 1916, and 
such payment shall be accompanied by 
a statement signed by the candidate 
naming the office for which he enters, 
and if the office is one for which two 
or more persons are to be nominated, 
he shall describe the place he seeks by 
naming the present, or then, incumbent;

CITIZENS BEGIN COURSE 
IN MILITARY TRAINING 


‘Hundreds of Business and Pro- 


fessional Men at Fort 
Oglethorpe Camp. 


Ga., May 3.—Two 
hundred and fifty business and profes- 
sional men from New England to Mex- 
ico, had been transformed into khaki- 
Clad citizen soldiery tonight at the 
Southern Military Training camp, open- 
ing here today. Street cars from Chat- 
tanooga were bringing applicants for 
enlistment which may swell the en- 
roljment to 300 tomorrow. 

A hundred campfires illuminated the 
north slope of Snodgrass hill tonight, 
where fifty-two years ago was fought 
one of the sanguinary battles of the 
civil war. Two columns, one of the 
regular army detachment of 700 men 
and the other a battalion of military 
students commanded by coast artillery 
and cavalry captains, came together 
for the first time under a tent to hear 
the eK lecture by Lieutenant Col- 
onel D, . Ketcham, training camp 
commander, and an address by Captain 
Gordon Johnston, aide-de-camp to Ma- 
jor General Leonard Wood. Objects, 
plans and rules of the training course 
were explained. 

Massachusetts, New York and Penn- 
sylvania sent a majority of the appli- 
cants for military training. Ralph L. 
Smith, an American from Mexico City, 
Mexico, represented the most distant 
point at the training camp. Robert 
Bacon, former secretary of state and 
ambassador to France, was enlisted in 
Company D, under Captain R. H. Jor- 
dan, of the coast artillery. “Mr. Bacon 
is 56 years of age and was recognized 
as a sergeant, having attained that 
rank last year at Plattsburg. Martin 
W. Littleton, former congressman from 
New: York, is in another company as a 
private. 

As enrolled and equipped from the 
ordnance department, the student sol- 
diers were assigned to tents and im- 
mediately took up the elementary 
training work.

Funeral of Former Chancellor 
at Augusta Today. 


Augusta, Ga, May 8.—(Special.)— 
Colonel L. H. Charbonnier died this 
morning at the home of his daughter, 
Mrs. James F. McGowan, on Greene 
street, in his 79th year. 

Colonel Charbonnier, while not vigor- 
ous, had been in fair health, and had 
been about the streets of late. Mon- 
day he was up and about his room, 
but on Tuesday he began to fail. Tues- 
day night he began to sink and the 
end came peacefully at 9 o'clock Wed- 
nesday morning. 

Colonel Charbonnier was one of the 
most beloved of Georgians. He was a 
native of Lorens, province of  Brit- 
tainy, France, and was a graduate of 
St. ‘rr.

USURERS AN D—‘“‘TIGERS.”’ 

The Constitution publishes today a let- 
ter written by Comptroller of the Currency 
- John Skelton Williams in reply to one from 
the president of a small town national 
bank in Georgia, who states in effect that 
he cannot. afford to obey the usury laws of 
Georgia and remain in business; and for 
that reason he may be forced to abandon 
his federal charter and operate as a state 
-bank—and still violate the law. The name 
of the bank and the town we do not know, 
but the letter is authentic. 

This is precisely what the whisky 
man—the “blind tiger’’—says: “I am forced 
to evade the law to make a living.” 

It presents exactly the same question— 
that of law enforcement. Continuing his 
objections to the Georgia usury law, this 
Mational bank president says if Georgia 
should pass imperative usury laws he 
would be compelled to retire from busi- 
hess. This statement is a peculiar one. 
Georgia has a law today which says that 
interest charges in excess of 8 per cent 
‘per annum are usury; it is true, it is more 
or less inoperative because there is no 
gevere penalty attached, in fact none be- 
yond the forfeiture of interest. 

But it is, nevertheless, the law, and 
‘as long as it remains so it should be rigid- 
ly adhered to and enforced. If the Georgia 
law is wrong, the legislature should change 
it. If the nature of it is such as to drive 
banking institutions out of business, then 
it should be amended so that they can 
‘live. But while it is a law, bankers, bro- 
kers, money lenders and all ethers should 
be required to obey it. 

The president of this national bank in 
question further stated that he has been 
compelled to charge a good deal more than 
8 per cent to farmers and others not car- 
rying balances with his institution. 

The injustice of this position is mani- 
fest. The;farmers of Georgia are today 
‘paying more interest than those of any 
other state of the union. 

The law was made equally for their 
protection, as well as that of other classes 
of citizens; and to charge them 12, 50 and 
even 100 per cent is rank robbery. 

Comptroller Williams is right in his 
criticism of the attitude of this and other 
Georgia bankers who persist in violating 
the laws against usury. Striking answer to 
the position the Georgia banker takes is 
contained in the following from Mr. Wil- 

liams’ letter: 

It appears from the records that your 
bank was organized in August, 1902, with 
a capital of $50,000. Although only 13 
years have elapsed _ since that time, 

_ your shareholders have got back several 
times their original investment. 

The records show that from July 1, 
~ 1903, to July 1, 1911—eight years—you 
“declared dividends to your stockholders 
‘amounting to over 200 per cent of your 

original input, including a stock dividend 

of 100 per cent January 10, 1911, after 
- payment of a 20 per cent cash dividend 
' the preceding month. 

On December 30, 1911, you paid 15 per 
cent dividend on the increased capital 
stock, this being equal to 30 per cent 
on the original capital. The capital was 
then increased to $200,000, and you have 
since then been paying 12 per cent per 

‘annum on the increased capital, and your 


last semi-annual dividend, January 1, 
1916, was at that rate! 


No more need be said. Perhaps it will 
mot be possible for this bank to continue 
the payment of such interesting dividends 
@s these if forced to comply with the

as sane as they might be! 

Probably, even the learned alienists have 
their “off” days; but since they are so fa- 
miliar with law and lawyers, it would seem 
that they should be more competent than 
others to so word their wills that courts 
will not be constrained ta set them aside. 


WHY NOT COTTON TWINE? 


There is a sisal twine trust in the, 


United States, we are told in dispatches, 
which is boosting the price of that product 
and collecting the bills from the farmers 
who must use binder twine. 

This sisal is a cheap grade of hemp 
that comes from Mexico. If they use a more 
expensive jute, hemp or flax twine, the 
American farmer pays tribute to European 
or other foreign countries where these 
products are grown. 

Why does he continue to do it when 
Ife can use cotton twine at lower prices 
and to as good or better advantage, and 
help make a market for his own product? 

There are manufacturers in this coun- 
try today making cbtton twines that com- 
pare favorably with and often render bet- 
ter service than the sisal, hemp or flax 
twines made from foreign products, and 
they are cheaper. In addition to that, every 
ball of cotton twine purchased creates a 
market for an additional pound or more of 
cotton. 

AVhat can be the matter with the south- 
ern farmer who cries long and loud for 
better prices for cotton, and yet rejects 
his own product when it furnishes him as 
good or better service, at a lower price? 

It is probably purely a matter of habit. 
But it is a bad habit and one which would 
be a good riddance. The farmer has been 
using jute twine and jute bagging along 
with other foreign products for so long a 
time that he doesn’t stop to think about 
the advantages of demanding cotton and 
takes the stuff the storekeeper offers him. 

If the American farmers would get to- 
gether through their various organizations 
and start a propaganda in behalf of home 
products, cotton twine would quickly come 
into wide and general use. 

The Constitution began the use of cot- 
ton twine nearly two years ago, and has 
found it more satisfa¢tory and cheaper than 
the foreign product. 

Just let the farmers of this country go 
into their stores and demand cotton twine 
or nothing, and they will soon get it. 

They should at least help to this extent 
in making a bigger and a better market 
for their own foremost product. 


GREATER FARM PROSPERITY. 
The Indianapolis News, noting the in- 
terest in diversification throughout’ the 
southern states, says that since the farmers 
have come to a realization of its importance 
they are getting on the right road to a 


greater prosperity. The assistance given the’ 


farmers by commercial organizations of the 
south has stirred them to new effort on the 
line of more and better crops; campaigns 
in the interest of crop diversification have 
had good results in a number of states, 
aided by leading mewspapers and organ- 
ized commercial effort, and the establish- 
ment of “farm development bureaus.” Of 
indications that “the south is on the way 
to a period of commercial expansion,” our 
Indianapolis contemporary says: 


The Panama canal, the development 
of the Mississippi traffic and evidences 
frequently given of the existence of keen, 
wide-awake commercial organizations 
point in this direction. Southern cities 
are circulating civic advertising pam- 
phlets that are as~rosy as those of the 
latest western boom town, and at least 
one southern district is setting forth its 
advantages in magazines of national cir- 
‘culation. Diversifying the crops will 
make realization of the southern booster’s 
hope more probable. 


Bankers and business men generally are 
working with the farmers for a greater 
agricultural prosperity; and much good is 
being accomplished by the work of farm 
lecturers—not “book-farmers,” as_ they 
have sometimes been called, but “practical 
farmers from all sections of the United 
States.”

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Not Necessary to Charge 
More Than 8 Per Cent, 
Williams Show in Letter 


By John Corrigan. 

Washington, May  2.—(Special.)—-Comp- 
troller of the Currency John Skelton Wwil- 
liams furnishes to The Constitution the fol- 
lowing letter replying to one he received from 
a national banker in a small Georgia coun- 
try town in which the latter contended that 
in order to run a successful bank in a small 
town it was necessary to charge usurious 
rates of interest. 

Comptroller Williams withholds the name 
of the banker to whom his letter was writ- 
ten, but as it is an interésting document, the 
comptroller’s reply is présented in full: 

The Comptroller’s Letter. 

Dear Sir: Yours of March 3 to the comp- 
troller of the currency was received. As 
I wished to consider and reply to your let- 
ter with some care and to secure certain 
facts to use tn my reply, I have delayed un- 
til more urgent business being disposed of, 
I should have the opportunity of doing so. 

You present several statements which I 
will reproduce here to refresh your mem- 
ory and then answer in sequence. 

You say you have “loaned to merchants 
and others carrying suitable balances” at 8 
per cent, but “have been compelled to charge 
& g00d deal over this to farmers and others 
not carrying balances.” 

You say you “would regret very much to 
be forced to retire from the national bank- 
ing business,” but that you “have a grave 
Situation to meet,” and that you “see no al- 
ternative” if you are forbidden to charge 
more than 8 per cent, the rate fixed by your 
State laws and the laws of the United States. 

You remark that “when the south be- 
comes prosperous and has a surplus of money 
like the east and west—created by sound 
business conditions—the usury question in 
the south Will automatically solve itself as 
it did in the east and west.” 

You tell me that “there is no way to op- 
erate this bank without charging in ex- 
cess of 8 per cent interest—unless at a loss” 
—and that you “would be very glad to 
Charge only 8 per cent if we could do so 
and make a profit, but it is impossible.” 
You indicate your purpose if you are held 
to the legal rate to retire from national 
banking, and if the state “passes prohibitive 
usury laws” to “liquidate and quit business.” 
You add that you know of “a great many 
Georgia country national banks” who are 
“preparing to leave the system.” Finally, 
you ask me if this office can suggest any 
way for you to continue operating and not 
charge over 8 per cent. 

Intending no discourtesy, but stating 
frankly the case as it appears to me, you 
tell me, an officer of the law sworn to 
enforce it, that you hav been violating 
the law steadily and PSoaver remain in busi- 
ness under my official jurisdiction unless 
you are allowed to continue to do so until 
the south becomes so prosperous that the 
national banks of that section can afford 
to obey the law. 

Permit me to say that this seems to me 
to be a curious suggestion. I take it to 
mean that as money becomes more abun- 
dant in the south and banking competition 
becomes more acute, interest charges will 
decline “automatically” to the legal rates. 
I can mot quite understand, however, why 
banks which you tell me can not live on 
8 per cent under requirements of the law 
could live on it if required to do it by the 
demands of competition. I hope you will 
pardon me for expressing the further 
thought, in this connection, that the real 
prosperity of the south must be retarded if 
not indefinitely postponed, by the continued 
imposition on the farmers, the great pro- 
ducing class and the _ chief fundamental 
source of wealth, of the’burden of 12 per 
cent to 15 per cent’ or greater interest 
charges on the money they must: borrow to 
carry them while their capital—their ground, 
labor, seed and fertilizer—are awaiting the 
action of the weather and seasons. It seems 
to me if the farmer in your neighborhood 
was relieved of the excess above the legal 
rate he now is required to pay, amounting 
in sO many cases to more than double the 
amount permitted by law, he would have 
that much more to spend with your business 
men and even something with which to car- 
ry satisfactory balances in your bank and 
ro enable you to widen your field of opera- 

ons. 

You write me to suggest to you a way 
by which you can limit your interest charges 
to 8 per cent, which is the legal maximum 
in your state, and yet keep the First Na- 
tional bank of alive and paying a rea- 
sonable profit. Therefor I have taken time 
and care to study your special situation. 

What Records Show. 

It appears from the records that your 
bank was organized in August, 1902, with 
a capital of $50,000. Although only 13 years 
have elapsed since that time, your‘ share- 
holders have got back several times their 
original investment. 

The records show that from July 1, 1903, 
to July 1, 1911—8 years—you declared divi- 
dends to your stockholders amounting to over 
200 per cent of your original input, includ- 
ing a stock dividend of 100 per cent January 
10, 1911, after payment of a 20 per cent 
cash dividend the preceding month. 

On December 30, 1911, you paid 15 per 
cent dividend on the increased capital stock, 
this being equal to 30 per cent on the orig- 
inal capital. In April, 1912, you paid 10 
per cent, equal to 20 per cent on the original 
capital. The capital was then increased to 
$200,000, and you have since then been pay- 
ing 12 per cent per annum on the increased 
capital, and your last semi-annual dividend, 
January 1, 1916, was at that rate! 

Your sworn statement of December 31, 
1915, reports that your aggregate net earn- 
ings to that date had amounted to $267,572, 
being an average for 131-3 years of $20,068 
per annum—an average of 22 per cent per 
annum on the average paid in capital for 
this period. ; 

Under these circumstances 
to conclude that you could have observed 
more closely the provisions of the usury 
laws and refrained from exacting the rates 
which have secured for your stockholders 
these extraordinary returns and at the same 
time have earned good dividends. é 

I will undertake to show you, further, 
how it may be practicable to limit your in- 
terest to the legal rate of 8 per cent and yet 
receive not only a reasonable, but a gener- 
ous return upon your investment: 

Your loans on December 31, 1915, were re- 
ported at $820,000. On March 7, 1916, these 
loans were reported at $716,000, which makes 
your average loans for the year 1915 approx- 
imately $760,000. If you should charge 8 
per cent per annum interest on $760,000 of 
loans, your gross revenue would be $60,800. 

For the year 1915 your expenses, taxes 
and interest paid were reported at $22,500. 

If your expenses for the future were to 
average the same as for the last year, or 
say $22,500, your net earnings (subject to 
losses), would be $38,300, 

In your letter you say “our annual losses 
from bad debts do not avegage over $3,000.” 
Therefore, deduct for bad debts $3,000. 

This leaves net profits over expenses, 
taxes, interest and losses, $35,300, over 17% 
per cent per annum on your total capital 
Stock. 


I am forced 


Could Reduce Interest. 

These figures furthermore show that you 
could, in fact, reduce your interest rate down 
to 6 per cent and that even at that rate 
you would still be earning over 10 per cent 
dividends for your stockholders. 

Your bank seems to enjoy a fair line 
of deposits—over $750,000 at the time of the 
last call, March 7, 1916, and it is presumed 
that you had substantially the same depos- 
its at the time of your letter, four days 
earlier. I could doubtless point out hun- 
dreds of banks whose deposits bear no great- 
er ratio to their capital than do yours, but 
which banks are strictly limiting their loans 
to the rates permitted by law and succeea. 

Your sworn statement for December 31 
1915, indicatesthat the bulk of your loans 
for the year 1915 were made at from 12 per 
cent to 15 per cent, The amount reported 
at 12 per cent to 15 per cent was $487,750, 


although during a portion of that time you* 


were able to obtain money from the fed- 
eral reserve bank in your district on com- 
modity paper at 3 per cent per annum, and 
srobably did obtain money from the reserve 
bank at 3 per cent to 4% per cent, while you 
were lending the same money to your cus- 
tomers at 12 per cent to 15 per cent. 
Pardon me, again, for suggesting that 
it would have been fair to permit the farm- 
ers in your locality to share with you in 
the benefits of the federal reserve system. 
I really fail to appreciate your meaning 


when you say that “we have been compefied |

“MITIGATION OF ELECTROLYSIS” 
DISCUSSED BY BURTON M’COLLUM 


|}ference of the United States Bureau of 
Standards, which is being held this week 
at the Georgian Terrace, was featured by 
the discussion of electrolysis by engineers 
present. 

The feature of the discussion was the 
paper read by Burton McCollum, electrical 
engineer of the bureau. His paper re- 
viewed in detail the work done by the na- 
tional bureau in connection with the pre- 
vention of electrolysis and consequent dam- 
age to underground pipe and cable systems 
due to stray currents from the electrical] 
railways. 

His paper was, in part, as follows: . 

“In many cases a considerable portion 
of the electric current used in operating 
street railways, leaks from the railway 
tracks into the earth; and these currents 
often find their way into underground pipes 
and cables and in many cases give rise 
to considerable injury. These currents gen- 
erally flow on to tne pipes in the outlying 
districts remote from the power houses and 
‘flow along the pipes to the region nearer the 
power house, where they flow again into 
the earth and return to the track and other 
return conductors. These currents do no 
damage where they flow into the pipes; but 
at those points where the current flows 
back from the pipes into the earth, they 
carry iron with them, causing it to go into 
solution, thereby gradually destroying the 
pipes. The regions in which such dangers 
occur are usually those areas within a few 
thousand feet of the power houses, ajthough 
due to a variety of conflicting conditions, 
the current may be caused to flow repeatedly 
from pipes to earth and back again to pipes 
on their return to the power house, thereby 
producing local danger areas throughout 
many parts of the pipe systems. 

“While by far the greater portion of the 
damage caused by stray currents is due to 
the corrosion of underground pipes and ca- 
bles, there are certain other dangers result- 
ing from these stray currents that deserve 
consideration. Among these may be men- 
tioned overheating of small pipes in build- 
ings, due to the flow of excessively heavy 
currents therein. Such cases are rare, but 
} kg do occur,- and when they develop, the 
ire hazard accompanying them may at times 
be serious. Another danger from the pres- 
ence of explosion of gases, resulting either 
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from leaks, caused by electrolysis or by dis- 
connecting the pipe when making repairs. 
On rare occasions also reinforced concrete 
buildings, bridges or other structures may 
be injured by stray currents. 

“The subject of the mitigation of elec- 
trolysis troubles is a rather complex one, 
owing to the fact that many different meth- 
ods of preventing such damage have been 
and are still being tried. number of 
these methods are of no value, and some are 
actually injurious. 

“The various methods of electrolysis miti- 
gation that have been proposed are grouped 
broadly under two heads: First, those that 
may be applied to the pipe or cable systems 
for their protection without regard to the 
extent of leakage of stray currents from the 
rails into the earth; second, those that are 
applied directly to the street railway sys- 
tems and have for their object the preven- 
tion of leakage of electric currents into the 
earth. The first of these classes embraces 
all those methods which either aim to pre- 
vent the current from getting from the earth 
into the pipe system as by using insulating 
joints or coverings on the pipe system, or 
attempt to provide copper cables for carry- 
ing the current out of the pipe without per- 
mitting it to be discharged into the earth, 
thereby corroding the pipes. In these meth- 
ods, no attempt is made to get at and eradi- 
cate the real cause of the trouble, but more 
or less local measures are applied to allay 
any trouble that may be discovered. 

“The second class of methods in which 
the protective measures are applied directly 
to the railway system is far more logical, 
in that these methods eradicate the ultimate 
cause of the trouble, viz: the leakage of 
stray currents into the earth. It is pointed 
out that in practically all foreign countries 
this method of attacking the cause of the 
trouble was very early resortéd to, and has 
been consistently adhered to ever since the 
electrolysis problem became an important 
one. In consequence of this policy elec- 
trolysis troubles in those countries have 
been of relatively slight consequence; on 
the other hand, methods of this class were 
not resorted to in this country, except in 
very few cases, and such methods as have 
been used have for the most part been 
those applicable to the pipe system. In con- 
sequence of this the source of the trouble 
has never been removed, and in many cases 


has grown worse rather than better: and in™ 


spite of attempts to perfect the pipe by these 
indirect methods there has been greater trou- 
ble from electrolysis in this country 
anwyhere else in the world.”

Fifty of 
the cattle to be auctioned off are from the 
farm of E. H. Taylor, Jr., and ten are from 
the farm of R. M. McNeil, Marietta, Ga. 

The Taylor farm is the most famous 
Hereford breeding establishment in the 
country, and his herd is unexcelled. Of 
the cattle from his farm to be sold today 
twelve were imported a year ago from 
England. 

Mr. Taylor, whose son, S. J. Taylor, av 


companied the cattle to this city, chose At- 
lanta for the place of holding this sale be- 
cause of the interest in better cattle shown 
here during the last few years. This in- 
terest, says S. J. Taylor, seems to have cen- 
tered around the Hereford strain especially, 
since the big Hereford show last November 
at the fair grounds, when $5,000 prizes for 
this strain of cattle were awarded. 

Fred Reppert, Decatur, Ind., will be 
auctioneer at today’s sale. It will be 
second such sale ever held in Atlanta. 

According to R. J. Kinzer, Kansas City, 
Mo. secretary of the American Hereford as- 
sociation, there have been more Hereford 
cattle imported into Georgia during the 
last year and since the big showing made 
last November by the Southeastern Fair as- 
sociation, than have been shipped into any 
other state south of Kentucky.

et, disclaiming purpose to be harsh or 

hypocritical, I must remind you that you and 
the other members of your board of di- 
rectors have taken solemn oaths to obey 
the provisions of the National Bank Act. 
You must Know that under the provisions 
of the National Bank Act it is clearly un- 
lawful for you to exact more than 8 
cent per annum from your customers. This 
office will expect you to obey the laws which 
you have thus sworn to observe. 

You are familiar with the code of busi- 
ness ethics which forbids the plea of usury 
as against an obligation and with the laws 
which provide the penalties for usurious 
loans. I can not avoid being impressed by 
the fact that with every loan you make 
in excess of the legal rate you trust to the 
personal honor of the borrower not to take 
advantage of his technical legal right to 
Subject you to losses and penalties; and by 
the thought that in a community with stand- 
ards so good you could well afford to lower 
peat without fear of disaster or serious 
Oss. 

As to Banks Withdrawing. 

I am advised that in a recent letter to 
Congressman Howard you said: 

“You probably know that many coun- 
try banks in Georgia have already gone 
out of the system on account of the agi- 
tation of the question of usury laws. We 
need constru@tive not destructive legis- 
lation.” 

I would be interested to know the source 
of your information. It is not true that 
“many country national banks in Georgia 
have already gone out of the system on ac- 
count of the agitation of the question of 
the usury laws.” The fact is that, aside 
from failed banks, but four national banks 
in Georgia, with aggregate capital of $103,- 
000, have withdrawn from the national 
banking system in the past 18 months, while 
charters have been issued in the same period 
to three national banks in the state of Geor- 
gia with capital of $175,000, so that there 
has been an actual imerease in national 
banking capital in Georgia since the usury 
question has been agitated rather than any 
reduction, and there are.at this time in op- 
eration in Georgia 111 national banks. 

The capital of the national banks with- 
drawing from the national banking system 
was about seven-tenths of 1 per cent of 
the capital of the national banks in the state 
of Georgia. ‘The total resources of the four 
national banks going into liquidation at the 
time of the call last preceding their notice 
of liquidation was $490,790. Total resources 
of the national banks in the state of Geor- 
gia are $111,404,000. 

The resources of the national banks 
which retired from the national banking sys- 
tem are thus seen to have been less than 
five-tenths of one per cent of the total 
resources of the remaining national banks. 
It may also be observed that several of the 
few retiring banks had been mismanaged 
and had been subject to considerable criti- 
cism for violations of the provisions of the 
National Bank Act and the _ regulations 
of the comptroller’s office. One ‘had been 
on the special list for several years. 

In connection with your suggestion that 
you may have to leave the national bank- 
ing system and enter the state banking sys- 
tem, in order that you may continue to 
violate the usury laws, I take the liberty of 
calling your attention to the following ex- 
cerpt from an editorial in The Atlanta Con- 
stitution of January 28, 1916:

The capitals of Europe invariably are 
musical as well as political centers. Munich, 
of course, rivals Berlin as the operatic cen- 
ter of Germany, but in France Paris is the 
center of musical culture, just as London is 
the center in England. 

Curiously enough, while New York, Chi- 
cago, Philadelphia, Boston and even Pitts- 
burg have their own opera companies and 
orchestras, the capital of the United States 
is without either of these musical advantages. 
Whén the New York or Chicago opera com- 
panies come to Washington they are pat- 
ronized by capacity audiences, but no real 
effort has been made to give this city an 
operatic season. 

Atlanta, Ga., has just closed its seventh 
annual season of grand opera. It is point- 
ed out in the south that one week of opera 
in Atlanta has been profitable, not merely 
from an artistic standpoint, but also from 
a financial standpoint. All records of out- 
of-town attendance were broken. The ap- 
proximate attendance was 36,850 and the ap- 
proximate total receipts were $93,000. Busi- 
ness men in the city estimate that the 
amount of money spent by persons from out- 
of-town attracted by the opera was not less 
than $300,000. This sum was left in Atlanta 
as a result of payment for hotel bills, en- 
tertainments, automobile hire, clothes and 
the hundred and one odds and ends inci- 
dental to attending grand opera. 

Congress itself should take steps to make 
the national capital the musical center of 
the nation. While waiting for congress to 
establish here a national opera the residents 
of the District should take steps to induce 
existing opera companies from other cities 
to spend a greater portion of their time in 
Washington. There is every reason to be- 
lieve that the residents of the District would 
liberally subscribe to such a venture.

Convention Packed, Says Barrett. 

Charles S. Barrett, of Georgia, presi- 
dent of the Farmers’ union, asserted 
the convention had been packed and 
that it was being used to exploit the 
power interests. 

Most of the speech-making was done 
by the supporters of the minority re- 
port, but there were several vigorous 
defenders of the senate bills. 

“What the country needs,” said for- 
mer Governor Hawley, of Idaho, “is 
immediate legislation that will permit 
development of water power. For eight 
years there has been a campaign of 
water power destruction. It has reach- 
ed the point where it defies every right 
of capital and all cOmmon sense.” 

Water power cannot be _ developed, 
under the present laws, supporters of 
the majority report declared. They 
said a majority of the senate had de- 
cided the Shields bill was a wise meas- 
ure after lengthy hearings and debate 
and insisted that no one could accuse 
the United States senate of being in- 
fluenced by special interests in pass- 
ing the bill.

ident, the Hon. Woodrow Wilson, has 
restored the use of intoxicatifig liquors 
on state occasions at white house func- 
tions; therefore, be it 

“Resolved, by the general conference 
of the Methodist Episcopal church, 
That we hereby express to the Hon. 
Woodrow Wilson, president of the 
United States, our keen disappointment 
and regret for said action, especially 
at a time when the rulers of other 
nations have taken such advanced po- 
sition with reference to intoxicating 
liquors and when there is such wide- 
spread growing sentiment in our land 
in favor of total abstinence from all 

coholic beverages; and we, the del- 
@egates, representatives of more than 
four million members of the Methodist 
Episcopal church, hereby appeal to the 
president as a Christian gentleman, to 
abolish the wine cup from all functions 
over which he has control, thereby set- 
ting a worthy example and keeping 
pace with the forward movements and 
Christian sentiment of the day. And,

ON ALL “MOVIE” FILMS 


MeasureCreating Board Adopt- 
ed by House Committee 


on Education. 


Washington, May 3.—A bill to create 
a national board of censors to pass on 
all foreign and domestic moving pic- 
ture films shown in this country and 
to prevent the importation and in- 
terstate shipment of immoral pictures 
was agreed upon today by the house 
education committee. 

The measure will be reported this 
week. It would provide for a board 
of five members and a large number of 
deputy censors to be lecated in the 
larger cities of the country. All films 
except those dealing with current news 
would have to be submitted to censors. 
Shippers of improper films would be 
subject to fines ranging upward to 


$1,000. 

A fee of $2 on each original film 
and 50 cents on each reprint would be 
assessed against the producers, but 
provision is made for lowering this 
fee if it is found that the running ex- 
penses of the board can be met at a 
smaller cost than the total revenue 
that would be produced from this

New York, May 3.—The cotton mar- 
ket was much less active today and 
fluctuations were irregular with prices 
working lower under realizing and 
selling for a reaction.. July contracts 
declined to 12.87 in the late trading, 
or ten points under last night's clos- 
ing figures, and the market closed 
steady ata net decline of 5 to 12 points. 

There were some overnight buying 
orders at the start and after opening 
unchanged to 3 points higher, some of 
‘the active months worked up another 
point or two right after the call. It 
was very soon evident, however, that 
the market was meeting considerable 
cotton and that the buying was by no 
means as active or urgent as it was 
yesterday. 

The weather map showed further 
rain and unseasonably low tempera- 
tures with heavy precipitation over the 
Mississippi valley states, but ina 
broader way weather conditions were 
considered improving, while some of 
the private advices received from the 
south suggested that spot cotton was 
being offered freely at the advance. 
This combined with an idea that the 
technical position had weakened yes- 
terday probably inspired some scatter- 
ed selling for a reaction, as well as 
realizing, and while there was enough 
buying to cause occasional rallies, the 
market reached the lowest point of the 
day in the late trading. May sold 
down to 12.28, October to 12.46 and De- 
cember to 12.60, and the close was 
within a point or two of the lowest. 

May contracts were relatively firm 
early, but at a difference of 6 points 
under July. Trade interests were sell- 
ers of May, presumably against cotton 
in the local stock, and the May dif- 
ference widened out to some 9 or 12 
points. The weekly report of the 
weather bureau was considered ‘bullish, 
but failed to inspire much Duying, as 
it was considered discounted by the 
earlier week advance. Southern spot 
advices were conflicting, but several 
reports were received here to the effect 
that holders were offering cotton free- 
ly at higher prices, and there was some 
talk of slackening demand.

New Orleans Sags 9 to 11 Points. 

New Orleans, May 3.—Cotton on this 
market reacted today to a moderate ex- 
tent, from the advances of the first two 
sessions of the week, closing at a net 
loss of 9 to 11 points. Last prices 
were the lowest of the day. Selling 
pressure was in evidence from the 
opening call, much of it coming from 
recent buyers of long contracts who 
wanted their profits. Bearish traders, 
once they caught the trend of the mar- 
ket, were moderate sellers of short cot- 
ton. Little support was offered the 
market at any time, but the downward 
movement was held in check Dy the 
continued firmness of the spot depart- 
ment. 

The professional view of the market 
was that the short interests had been 
run to cover by the recent bulges 
which have featured the trading and 
that the technical position had ‘been 
weakened in consequence. When the 
short interest found itself covered and 
there was no more heavy buying from 
that source, prices fell. 

Weather conditions were considered 
mixed, although the trade was inclined 
to view favorably the forecast of fair 
and warmer weather for the western 
belt. The weekly crop and weather 
reports were considered unfavorable, 
but they stimulated no buying of con- 
sequence.

GELLING PRESSURE 


HEAVY ON STOCKS 


Coppers Make Good Show. 
Hopeful International Out- 
look and Other Construc- 
tive Factors Proved Poor 
Bullish Arguments. 


New York, May 3.—Disregarding nu- 
merous constructive factors, including 
the more hopeful inferences drawn from 
Washington’s relations with Germany 
and Mexico, an increased dividend for 
America Smelting, optimistic steel 
trade reviews and additional excellent 
railway returns, the market today suf- 
fered a further impairment of quoted 
values. Early prices seemed to favor 
the ‘bull account, but steady selling of 
popular issues soon caused a general 
reversal, with unmistakabie signs of 
liquidation at the end. 

Pressure against the international 
list gave added color to rumors of dis 
tribution of such stocks for German 


interests. Brokers with Teutonic con- 
nections denied these rumors, but the 
continued firmness of exchange on Ber- 
lin plainly implied purchases of bank- 
ers’. bills. 

ercantile Marines were the most un- 
settling features of the session, the 
preferred stock registering an extreme 
loss of 5% points on its decline to 7; 
and the common losing 2% at 24%. 
Marines were weakest in the afternoon, 
folowing the publication of a state- 
ment which pointed to serious differ- 
ences between the bond holders an: 
the preferred stockholders over the 
terms of reorganization. 

There were steady offerings of the 
munitions stocks, Crucible Steel, New 
York’ Air Brake, American and Baldwin 
Locomotives and Pressed Steel Car los- 
ing 1 to 3 points, while motors were 
even more heavy. The distilling group 
was strong at times, but failed to hold. 

F'irmness verging upon actual 
strength marked the course of coppers 
most of the time, American Smelting 
recording an extreme gain of 2 points, 
with almost as much for Anaconda on 
its remarkable exhibit of earnings in 
1915. The zinc shares were out of line 
with this movement, selling off a point 
or more. 

United States Steel appeared to be 
in demand during the forenoon, Dut re- 
linquished all its gain later, while Bet!- 
lehem Steel, which showéd an early 
loss of almost 15 points, made com- 
plete recovery. Rails were irregu‘tar 
at best, but shaded in the afternoon 
with some substantial net losses, 

The irregularity of the bond market 
was traceable to the extensive selling 
of Anglo-French’s 5s, large blocks oi 
that issue changing hands at 95. To- 
tal sales of bonds, par value, were §3,- 
120,000.

Green Bug Damage Up- 
turned Wheat and Oats.

Chicago, May 3.—Reports of crop 


damage from green bugs in Oklahoma 
and from Hessian fly in Lllinois result- 
ed today in higher prices for wheat. 
The close was firm at Sec to %*o net 
advance, with May at $1.15% and July 
at $.16% @1.16%. Corn finished un- 
changed to %c higher; oats a shade off 
to %ec up, and provisions varying from 
15cec decline to a rise of 244c. 

Wheat prices at first showed much 
uncertainty, being influenced to a con- 
siderable extent by improved weather 
in the northwest and by the consequent 
better outlook for spring seeding. At 
one time afterward the bears were 
also favored by a decline in prices of 
Manitoba wheat at Liverpool. Down- 
turns here, however, failed to last in 
the face of authoritative statements 
that actual damage from green bugs 
could be observed in Oklahoma Bull- 
ish sentiment was noticeably increased 
later when reports were spread that 
injury from Hessian fly had caused 
some plowing up of fields in Illinois. 

Announcement that export business 
amounting to 1,000,000 bushels had been 
transacted today helped to strengthen 
the wheat market in the last part of 
the session. Bulls were disposed to 
connect this fact with word that ar- 
rivals at Liverpool had been inade- 
quate, and that shipments from India 
had been stopped altogether. On the 
other hand, all of the export business 
noted today was said to consist of 
Canadian grown wheat. 

Corn did not make much response to 
the wheat strength. The chief reason 
seemed to be that planting was pro- 
gressing rapidly, and that indications 
pointed to fair and warmer weather. 

Oats were bullishly affected by re- 
ports of damage from green bugs in 
Oklahoma. Tightness in the May op- 
tion became more pronounced. 

Lower prices on hogs pulled down 
prices. Lard, however, made a good 
recovery.

Atlanta Ecisyer Is Called 
To Columbia Law Faculty|* 


Young B. Smith Is the 
Youngest Man Ever Elect- 
ed to Professorship in This 
Great Institution. 


Young B. Smith, for four years one 
of Atlanta’s most prominent attorneys, 
as well as one of the youngest members 
of the local bar, has just accepted an 
unsolicited tender of a professorship as 
a member of the law school of Colum- 
bia university, New York. 

Winding up his business affairs in 
Atlanta as quickly as possible, he will 
leave for New York during the summer, 
in order to familiarize himself with 
the details of his new responsibility 
before the opening of the school year 
in the fall. 

Mr. Smith is the son or A. J. Smith, 
and is only 26 years old. That last fact 
is one that makes his appointment to 
Columbia especially unusual and note- 
worthy, as, so far as is known, he is 
the youngest man ever elected to a Co- 
lumbia bar professorship. He has been 
called to the school, his alma mater, 
class of 1912, to succeed Jackson E. 
Reynolds, general] counsel for the Cen-

Young Smith was graduated from the 
Boys’ High school of Atlanta when a 
mere boy, and in 1909 from the Univer- 
sity of Georgia. Three years later he 
got his degree from Columbia, a year 
later returned to Atlanta to practice 
his profession. He was associated for 
a year with the law firm of Cravath & 
Henderson, attorneys, of New York, im- 
mediately following his graduation, 
then, in February, 1913, he entered the 
local firm of Wimbish & Eliis. 

His especial work with this firm was 
to act as assistant to Mr. Wimbish in 
the prosecution of his various rate 
cases all over the south, and in which 
work he won unusual distinction. In 
one year’s time after his return to At- 
lanta, he appeared before the United 
States supreme court and won his case 
—the case itself being one involving 
the Shenman anti-trust law. 

In February, 1915, Mr. Smith formed 
a partnership with James W. Austin, 

of Atlanta, with whom he has since 
ibeen associated, the firm style being 
Smith & Austin. 

Columbia’s school of law is univer- 
sally conceded leadership among the 
law schools of the United States, and 
Mr. Smith is the second Georgian in 
the history of the state to be called 
to fill a chair either at Columbia or the 
other leading law university of the na- 
tion, Harvard. The first was William 
A. Keener, for some years professor of 
law in the Harvard law school, and sub- 
sequently dean of the law school of Co- 
lumpbia university. 

Mr. Smith was elected to a professor- 
ship in the law school of Emory uni- 
versity, and was to have taken up that 
work: with the opening of this school 
next fall. This position, however, he 
resigned when the larger field was 
thrown open to him by the premier law 
school of the country.
